MY TAKE LEGAL STEPS 





Attorney for Investor Says He 
Believes Proposed Deal 
Is Unfair, 


It is persistently rumored in St. Louis 
financial circles that legal steps may 
soon be taken to annul the merger of 
the St. Louis & Suburban System and 
the United Railways Co. A majority 
of the stockholders of both companies 
have already subscribeq to the propo- 
sition of consolidation, whicH involves 
a total of $108,000,000. 

But holders of 3000 shares of Subur- 
ban amd more than 30,000 shares of 
United Railways stock are causing the 
promoters of the big deal no @little 
worry. Among those who have  re- 
fused to part with their Suburban stock 
or approve the mérger are Henry M. 
Blossom, a St. Louis insurance agent, 
and another St. Loulsan, who is repre- 
sented by Martin A. Seward, an attor- 
ney, with an office in the Carleton 
building. 

Mr. Séward said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Monday that under no circum- 
stances would his client dispose of his 
Suburban holdings on the basis agreed 
upon by the directors of the Suburban 
and United Railways Co. 

“The Suburban stock,” said he, “‘is 
quoted on the market at $70 per share. 
We believe itis worth more than that. 
The proposition of the United Railways 
Co. is to exchange United Railways 
preferred fer Suburban stock, share 
and share alike. The United Railways 
is. selling at about $83 a share, but un- 
der the terms of the merger agreement 
the Suburban stockholders will not par- 
ticipate in the dividends for 18 months. 
Thinks Merger Illegal. 
“T have not yet decided what course I 
shall pursue to conserve the interests of 
my client. But I believe the merger as 
it now stands is illegal. There is a 
Missouri statute which authorizes cor- 
porations to consolidate, provided that 
the consent of two-thirds of the stock- 
holders has first been obtained. But 
this law at the same time prohibits the 
consolidation of competing street-rail- 


way lines. 
‘Now, the Suburban line is a direct 


Both lines practically parallel each oth- 
er in every part of the city. 

‘‘Besides this @atute, we have the con- 
stitutional provision which prevents the 
taking away of one’s property without 
due course of law. My client does not 
have to part with his stock unless he 
wants to do it. 

‘I have not yet decided, however, to 
institute legal proceeaings. It is possi- 
ble the United Railways Co. will be 
willing to pay $1000 a share for Suburb- 
an stock before this deal is finally con- 
summated.’’ 


May Retain His Stock. 


“tl am a stockholder in the Suburban 
company,” Mr. Blossom said, ‘* but I 
did not vote for the merger. Neither 
did I vote against it. In fact, I know 
nothing of the consolidation, except 
what r use read in the newspapers. [ 
don't know whether I care to part with 
my stock or not. It seems to me there 
is much food for thought in this situa- 
tion. I shall have to consider the mat- 
ter further before announcing my po- 
sition.’’ 

J. Brooks Johnson, the money lender, 
in recent interviews in the Post-Dis- 
patch, intimated that as a stockholder 
in the St. Louis Transit Co., which was 
absorbed by the United Railways Co., 
he had a legal right to question the va- 
lidity of the merger. 

He owns 200 sharés of Transit Co. com- 
mon stock He refused to vote for the 
merger, but instead filed sult to have it 
declared illegal on the ground that it 
was consummated by fraud. Mr. John- 
son contends that the St. Louis Transit

United Railways Co. It was stated at 
that time that the Transit Co. was un- 
able to meet the interests on its bonds. 

Mr. Johnson, as anevidence of 
faith in being able to show that the 
company Was in sound financial con- 
ditioh, has bought up judgments to the 
amount of $150,000 returned against the 
Transit Co., and says he is willing to 
buy more if he can. 

“IT am collecting data all the time on 
this street railway steal,’’ said Mr. John- 
son to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“These 
big fellows among our local financiers 
haven't much regard for us little people. 
It may be that I will lose in my fight, 
but if I do I will certainly accept defeat

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 13.— 
The State Board of Equalization today 
reported a marked increase in the as- 
sessed valuation for 19% of nearly all 
the public service corporations of the 
State, the most marked being the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association of St. 
Louis, the United Railways Co., Bell 
Telephone Co. and the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad. 

The total assessed valuation of rail- 
roads, telegraph and _ telephone eom- 
panies and bridges in Missouri is $148,- 
920,925.51, an increase over the valuation 
for 1904 of $10,090,735.62. 

The Terminal Railroad Association is 
assessed at $5,055,182. The 1904 assess- 





ment was $3,770,148. 


The Unitéd Railways Co. is increased 
from $17,641,399 to $18,624,504.54. 

The Bell Telephone Co. is increased 
from $999,162.70 to $1,500,000, and the Kin- 
loch Co. from $584,850 to $597,744. 

The St. Louis & Suburban was in- 
creagped from §$2,594,043.60 to $2,601,211.47. 
Bigger Increase Expected. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy was 
inereased from $13,470,361.10 .to $14,247- 

$13.23. . 

The valuations were arrived at after 
hearings accorded each of the corpora- 
tions before the board, which is com- 
posed of Gov. Folk, Attorney-General 
Hadley, Secretary of State Swanger, 
Auditor Wilder and Treasurer Gmelich. 

The increase, while large, is hardly so 
large as was expected from remarks 
made by members of the board during 
the progress of the hearings. 
time there was a disposition to increase 
the assessment of the Terminal Associa- 
tion to $15,000,000, but the Terminal rep- 
resenteg that it owned only a small part 
Ofm™the mileage it was believed to own in 
St. Louis. 

The assessment of more than $5,000,000 
is more than $1,250,000 higher than the 
Terminal has ever before been assessed. 

As determined by the board, the valu- 
ation for purposes of taxation of the 
steam railroads in the State is $105,981,- 
205.93; electric and street railways, $31,- 
202,119.12; bridges, $4,759,500; telegraph 
lines, $2,468,723.25, and telephone lines, 
$4,599, 377.21. 

No change was made in the assess- 
ment of Eads Bridge, it remaining at 
$1,000,000 for the portion in Missouri. The 
Merchants’ Bridge also remained at 
$700,000. 

The new Thebes Bridge over the Mis- 
sissippi at Thebes was increased from 
$50,000 to $480,000. ° 


Railroads Are Increased.

PARIS, Aug. 13.—A question of verac- 
ity has arisen between William Jennings 
Bryan and National Committeeman 
Roger Sullivan of Illinois, following the 


publication of a formal statement is- 


sued to the Associated Press in Paris, 
France, by Mr. Bryan this morning. 


In the course of this statement, which 
concerns the controversy growing out of 
Mr. Bryan’s request for Mr. Sullivan’s 
as Democratic National

upon which Mr. Bryan's first letter was 
based. Bryan declares that he intended 
to demand Sullivan's retirement, irre- 
spective of Mr. Dunlap’s position, ex- 
piaining: ‘‘l entered into this contest 
because I believed that Roger Sullivan 
and John Hopkins had deliberately rob- 
beq the Democrats of Illinois of their 
political rights, and I still believe so.”’ 
Mr. Sullivan’s reply to this statement 
is contained in a press dispatch from 
Chicago to the Post-Dispatch. He de- 
clares that ‘‘there is no truth’’ in Mr. 
Bryan's latest utterance, adding: ‘Mr. 
Bryan got all his information from Mr. 
Dunlap and is doing what Mr. Dunlap 
wants him to do. Mr. Bryan,’’ he con- 
cludes, “‘is not bigger than the Demo- 
cratic party.”’ 

Mr. Bryan’s statement follows: 

“Tt entered into this contest because 
I believed that Roger Sullivan and John 
Hopkins had deliberately robbed the 
Democrats of Lllinois of their political 
right. and I still believe so. To secure 
political power by force or by fraud 
ought to be as disgraceful in the eyes 
of the public as to secure money by 
force or fraud. 

“JT eannot conceive of any plausibke 
defense which Mr. Sullivan can make 
for remaining on the National Commit- 
tee. If the body is unable to rid itself 
of the leadership of men like Sullivan, 
who seek to control the party organi- 
zation in order to advance their corpor- 
ate interests, it might as well dissolve. 

Ready for Fight. 

“While I was anxious to give Sulli- 
van a chance to retire without a fight, 
it is probably just as well that he re- 
fused, for if we must fight to purify 
the party organization, the sooner it be- 
gins the better.” 

The staement adds an expression of 
confidence and approval of the work of 
the Majority Rule League, and of 
Messrs. Dunlap, Rainey, Thompson and 
Nelson.

FORCED TO DANCE AGAIN 


Judge Was Her Neighbor and 
There Was II] Feeling 


Between Them. 





The waltz prize won by Miss Lulu 
Gann at Schneider’s Garden, 4510 Man- 
chester avenue, led up to the killing of 
Charles P. Turpin of 4112A Blaine ave- 
nue. He was shot three times by Cor- 
nelius Henry, 26 years old, of 4114 Blaine 
avenue. Henry shot Turpin after a 
quarrel caused by his refusal to im- 
mediately award the prise to Miss Gann, 
who had been escorted to the dance by 
Henry. 

Miss Gann lives with her mother, Mrs. 
David Gann, and Henry boards with her 
mother. The young woman is the most 
clever dancer in the neighborhood and 
has frequently won prizes. She is light 
upon her feet and dances with much 
grace. 

Henry is separateg from his wife and 
has occasionally enjoyed the company 
of his landlady'’s daughter. When he 
took her to the dance Saturday night 
she entered the contest Yor the prize 
and took as her partner Joseph Smith. 

Miss Gann and Smith had _ danced 
easier and more lightly than any couple 
upon the floor, and Turpin. as judge, 
called them to the stand to awarg them 
the prize. When they came close to 
him, Turpin recognized Miss Gann as 
his neighbor, for whom he hag an un- 
friendly feeling. Instead of granting the 
prize, he told her and Smith they must 
dance over again. 

‘That is unfair,’’ said the young dan- 
cer. ‘‘We have won the prize and de- 
serve it.”’ 


“It’s dance again or get nothing,” 
said Turpin. Henry, who had stepped 


conversation. The tncident and the 
words only added to the ill feeling be- 
tween the two men. 

The matter was compromised by Miss 
Gann and Smith dancing a two-step in- 
stead of a waltz. As the couple danced 
the hundreds at the place watched them 
with admiring eyes. ‘‘Isn’t she a perfect 
dancer?’ some remarked. 

It was after midnight when Henry 
and Miss Gann returned home. Miss 
Gann entered through a side door and 
Henry turned to the front of the house 
and entered through the front door that 
leads into his room. About the same 
time Turpin, who is separated from his 
wife, returned with Mrs. Eliza Charle- 
ton, with whom he _ boarded. Mrs. 
Charleton is separated from her hus- 
band. 

There were words about the prize 
award and according to John Howe and 
George Wisdom, who boards with Mrs. 
Gann, Turpin threw bricks at Henry. 
One brick struck Howe as he lay in bed 
in the front room. It went through the 
open door. 

Howe and Wisdom say Henry was put 
on the defensive and obtained a revolv- 
er in his room. He went to the front of 
the house and shot Turpin three times. 

“Tl was with Turpin right after he was 
shot the first time,”’ said Mrs. Charleton,. 
“His head was resting in my arms when 
another shot was fired. The bullet just 
grazed my face. It looked as though 





Henry wanted to kill me. Henry used 
to board here and went next door. I’m 
going to see justice done the dead man. 
He was in the right. 

When Henry went from Mrs. Charle- 
ton’s boarding house to Mrs. Gann’s the 
ill-feeling which ended in the tragedy 
began. he neighbors are on unfriendly 
terms still.

HUSBAND PLEADS FOR HER 





Judge Suspends Senténce of 
, Year in Workhouse on Prom- 
ise of Reform. 





COMPANION ALSO FREED 





He Proved He Had Married 
Woman in Good Faith and 
Had Certificate. 





Unlimited faith on the part of John 
Bloxom, an honest, hard working man, 
in the wife and mother who had 
wronged him and their two little chil- 
dren, was all that saved Mrs. BEftie 
Bloxom from the Workhouse Monday 
morning. Judge Mvoore, in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, moved by pity 
for the husband and children, but full 
of rage for Mrs. Bloxom, paroled her, 
after sentencing her and John Freels, 
a Terminal Railway employe, to a year 
in the Workhouse. Freels was also pa- 
roled after he had pleaded guilty. 

Mrs. Bloxom was charged with desert- 
ing her husband and children for Freels. 
Freels proved that he had married Mrs. 
Bloxom, not knowing that she already 
had a husband. He married her in East 
St. Louis June l4 of this year and lived 
with her until July 5, when she re- 
turned to her husband and children. 
Mrs. Bloxom laughingly admitted that 
she had committed bigamy when she 
married Freels. Her only defense was 
that Freels seemed to have a hypnotic 
influence over her. 

Bloxom and his two children, 


William, aged 10, and Nellie May, 
aged 5, were in court when the case 
was callea. it did not develop that 
Mrs. Bloxom had married Freels, until 
the latter had made his statement to 
Judge Moore after he and Mrs. Bloxom 
had been led into the courtroom from 
the prisoner's cage. 

Mrs. Bioxom was smiling as the Dep- 
uty Sheriff escorted her to the railing 
in front of the Judge’s bench. Both 

eaded guilty against them and then

Admitted Bigamous Marriage. 

“I am married to this Woman, your 
honor, and I have a certificate to prove 
it.” said he.

“She 
confessed to me that she loved him, 
but she denied they were married;

I told her 
if she loved him she could go her 
way with him, but that for the sake 
of the children she ought to stay 
with us.”

Uompany Obliged to’ Turn on

NEW YORK. Aug. 13.—Disregarding 
the order of Judge Gaynor that a 10 
cent fare to Coney Island is illegal, 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Co. yester- 
day insisted on collecting a double fare 
from the quarter-million people who 
visited the resort, with the result that 
. there were wild scenes of rioting and 
disorder along the lines from Kensing- 
ton and King’s highway to Coney Is- 
land. 

Police were powerless at midnight to 
restrain the mobs and attacks were 
made upon motormen, conductyrs and 
superintendents. . Women and children 
begged the police to take them home 
and, exhausted, lay down beside the 
tracks to spend the night. Cars began 
io move slowly before 1 o'clock this 
morning, but it was daylight before 
they finished their trip. 

Scores of passengers were assaulted 
by men in the employ of the railroad 
company. Women and children were 
dragged from the cars, despite their 
pleadings, and in.many instances wom- 
tn fainted and had to be carried into 
nearbvy houses and shops. Several per- 
sons were taken to hospitals suffering 
from scalp wounds and bruises, the 
result of brutal attacks made upon them 
by inspectors employed by the railroad 
company. Threats of lynching were 
freely made by irate passengers who 
were knocked down and trampled by 
railroad employes. 

Later, attacks were made upon motor- 


men, conductors and inspectors by mobs 
of passengers, and in several instances 


. Severe injury was inflicted upon them. 


After the police had succeeded in start- 
ing traffic shortly before midnight, men 
in a switch tower turned out the lights 
end locked the switches. This caused 
an effective blockade and precipitated 
what promised for some time to be such 
rioting as would necessitate the sum- 
moning of police reserves from Manhat- 
tan. Under a threat by the police to 
break into the tower house, the rail- 
read ofticials threw open the switches, 
turned on the lights and the long line 
of cars started to move, Throughout 
the night there was much rioting. At- 
‘empts were made at intervals to col- 
ject a second fare, despite the prom- 
ise that had been made to the police, 
but the cars kept moving. 

Officials of the road declared the de- 
cision of Judge Gaynor was an opinion 
end not a ruling, and that furthermore 
they had not received notice of the de- 
cision. They asserted they were within 
their righte fn collecting a double fare. 


Citizens Committee Forming. _ 


As an outcome of yesterday's doings 
nm committee of citizens is being formed 
in Brooklyn to enforce Justice Gaynor's 
ruling. Sheriff Flaherty. of King’s 
County was informed late last night of 
the purpose of the committee and that 
the committee intended to call on him, 
as Sheriff to protect them as citizens, in 
upholding their rights.

DECISION THAT 
CAUSED THE RIOT. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The decision 
which caused the trouble on the Coney 
Island lines vesterday was handed down 
by. Justice. Gaynor in the suit brought 
bi Dr. ‘Jo WeFarland, a Brooklyn phy- 
sician who decided to make a test case 
of the right of the railway corporation 
to enforce its double-fare rule. The 
court @avs: 

“The statute enables street railroad 
companies and steam ratiroad com- 
panies alike to acquire control of other 
railroads than their own by ‘ease or 
other contract. without regard to 
whether such acquired railroads be 
street railroads or steam railroads. 

“Tt next provides, however, that a 
street railroad company may charze 
only one fare for a continuous ride from 
one point to another over its tracks in 
any city or village, including the tracks 
of any railroad so leased or controlled 
by it, and that transfers must be given 
for that purpose. It does not except 
any road, but, on the contrary, includes 
all roads which may be so acquired un- 
der the said section 78. That section 
and the two other sections which I have 
cited have to be read and construed 
together. The acquired connecting rail- 
roads referred to in sections 101 and 104 
are all of those which may be dcquired 
under section 78. 
“The meaning and application of the 
statute are not to be restricted to ac-; 
quired roads of the same kind, or organ- 
ized under the same act as the lessee or 
controlling road. 
‘he charter of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Co. .therefore per- 
mits it to charge only one fare for 
the continuous ride over its road 
(which is only About one-quarter of 
a mile long) and all of the conecting 
railroads which it operates and con- 
trols under leases or other  con- 
tracts, 
“A public service corporation bears 
a relation to the public similar (to 
that of a public officer. It, like a 
publi cofficer, is in the service of 
the public as an,agent or arm of 
goyernment, and is no more entitled 
to” exact a fee or a charge in excess 
of that prescribed by law than is a 
public officers The fee of a public 
officer may, in a given case, be small. 
but that is offset by other fees which 
are large. And, in the same way, if 
5 cents be a small fare for a long 
distance, it is also an excessive fare 
for a short distance, and will be 
found to be a lar average fare. 
The fat and the lean must go to- 
gether, 
“The relator could not be guilty of 
a breach of the peace in simply dis- 
puting the right of the conductor 
to make him pay a second fare. He 
had the right to refuse to pay and is 
discharged.”

| In every one of thém the conspicuous feature is 
_ the reckless disregard of every consideration of hu- 
manity, the brutality displayed by men supposed to 
be sane and in possession of their senses. 
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French historian, Pierre Leroy Beaulieu, takes the 
Carnegie “United States Steel Corporation” for study 
as a type of the Dingley trust in its worst form. 

He finds that it was organized by the Carnegie 
company, the American Tinplate Co. and eight other 
corporations. The Carnegie company then had an 
inflated capital of $156,800,000 in common and pre- 
fetred stock, exclusive of its bonds. Exclusive of 
bonds, the capital of the other companies ran from : 
| $40,000,000 to $100,000,000, not based on actual prop- 
erty or investment, but largely on expectations of 
what could be extorted from a monopolized and 
closed market. 

This surprises Leroy Beaulieu. He finds it still 
more surprising that each one of the ten corpora- 
tions which formed the great Carnegie Steel Trust 
under the name of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, was itself a trust, formed by a monopoly com- 
bination of companies once independent. As a trust, 
the American Bridge Co., when it joined the Car- 
negie Trust, was a monopoly combination of 26 dif- 
ferent companies. The American Sheet Steel Co. had 
combined 26 companies. The National Stgel Co. com- 
bined six or seven; the American Tinplate Co.-had 
monopolized 95 per cent of the American market un- 
der the Dingley system; the National Tube Co. had 
combined 17 companies, and so on to the original 
Carnegie company, which represented the combina- 
tion of steel works, railroad companies and mining 
companies. 

“All these trusts were greatly over-capitalized,” 
says Leroy Beaulieu, “yet the capital of the United 
States Steel Corporation, or Steel Trust, which ac- 
quired.all of them, was, with its $508,495,000 of com- 
mon stock, its $510,314,000 of preferred stock and its 
$303,430,000 of bonds, much larger than their total 
capitals. It is easy to imagine the quantity of water, 
touse an American expression, that was poured into 
these stupendous sums.” 

On this “water,” as protected by the Dingley tariff 
for monopoly only, the American people are re- 
quired to pay dividends. 

While the Dingley system stands, they cannot help 
this, but they can at least understand fully how it 
is done. ‘This statement from an intelligent for- 
eigner of how a sample Dingley monopoly is created 
is so plain in every detail that it leaves no excuse 
for ignorance on any point.

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DIVORCE STATISTICS. 
The United States census office is no doubt doing 
a useful work in compiling divorce statistics, but it 
is easy to overrate the value of such information, 
In this inquiry all the questions relate to the cir- 
cumstances of the marriage and divorce. There is 
nothing to indicate an acknowledgment of the un- 
doubted fact that causes are after all to be sought 
outside and beyond circumstances, in the character 
‘of. the parties which cannot be made the subject of 
statistical investigation. 
But even if conditions are assigned the principal 
part in the play of causes, it is doubtful if the im- 
mediate personal circumstances of a mismated cou- 
ple are very important. Even intemperance is sec- 
ondary. What made him drink? Was it due to 
hereditary weakness of character, poverty, good-fel- 
lowship or to one or many of a thousand etceteras? 
When we look for causes in material circumstances 
we plunge into a sea of guesses one as good as the 
other. . : 
Circumstances bear upon character, molding it and 
often producing radical alterations. But it is use- 
less to look for specific effects, such as appear later 
as causes in divorcee courts. Every married pair is 
inextricably involved in a web of circumstance and 
he is wiser than man who can say with confidence 
what is the cause of any divorce. 
The remedy for this, as for every other evil, or 
so-called evil, is the elevation and purification of the 
general life. Divorce is only a symptom, like defal- 
eation or grafting. If it were indeed a primary 
evil the world would be in a sorry plight.

AECILIA RHODA, as a betwitching New Orleans belle of the eighteenth 

2 * century, in brown ringlets and panniered skirt, and John E. Young as 

a handsome—yes, indeed!—young Virginia colonial of the same pictur- 

esque period, in white satin and courtly peruke, were the cherished stars 

of “The Mocking Bird” at Delmar Garden last night. The biggest audience 

of the season went wild over them, especially when they sang ‘“‘What's the 

Matter With the Moon Tonight?” with a “coon” chorus that was one of the 
best things done at Mr. Lewis’ theater this summer. 

Miss Rhoda was so tickled by her success in the Yvette Millet role, made 
famous by Mabelle Gilman, that she almost forgot her temperamental reserve, 
and acted with the prettiest abandon, made all the more piquant, perhaps, 
by occasional returns to self-consciousness. Even in the trying scene where 
she must “‘charm” the Spanish envoy into forgetful neglect of duty while the 
patriotic New Orleans Creoles are cutting the cables of his ships so that 
they may drift out into the mid-Mississippi, the fact that she was in the ex- 
clusive spotlight for many difficult moments didn’t ‘seem to frighten her 
modesty, and she did the stunt in the most lightsome spirit.

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NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—While Oceanic 
Walk, in the Bowery at Coney Island, 
was still crowded today, an unidentified 
man pulled a revolver, fired two shots 
into the back of a waiter at Stauch’s 
restaurant and then turned the weapon 
into the crowd and fired four times as 
quickly as he eould pull the trigger. 
Four persons were writhing in agony 
on the board walk when the man fied 
toward the ocean, threatening any per- 
son who should pursue him. 

The injured, three of whom may die, 
are: Thomas Fitzpatrick, 25 years of 
age, 218 East Fourteenth street, Brook- 
lyn, shot in the breast and side, may 
die; Thomas McDonald, 19 years old, 
1066 Conners street, Newark, N. J., shot 
in the back, may die; Annie Smith, 20 
years old, 298 Eckford street, Williams- 
burg, shot in the thigh and leg, seri- 
ous; George White, 26 years old, Twen- 
ty-second street and Railroad avenue, 
Coney Island, shot in the back, may die. 

At the time of the shooting a crowd 
was pouring from the restaurant, In 
the throng were many women. At the/f 
sounds of the shooting and the screams 
of the women who witnessed the shoot- 
ing, the crowd broke in all directions.
